%u say in your letter of the 22d uliat I've heen saying for some time, tliat getting 
cops fired does not in and of itself stop Livingstone's evil. But you also say that 
"noting can he done to stop Iiim," ffhsit remains to he seen and it won't happen without an 
effort. 

I have had no contact with Iiis publisher who right now is also mine-and we've had 
no contact on even that! I have liad contact with his counsel, who is an old friend. I 
have not asked that the hook comtief^.ct be broken. I have not asked for any infornation 
other than was there a hook contract. I would not ask my friend to breach a necessarily 
confidential relationsiiip. And a've told him I'll send him only what I thinlo he needs to 
know because he is house counsel. Based on our two lettei^^rom Harry i^ebruary X know 
tliat the publisher wa? told that it would be nece^ a^^to e^iamine everythmg with care. I 
Icnow because Harry told someone that he was Ihsh told^that contrE|.cts can be broken.%^'^^ 

When tiiere is controversy the automatic assumption is tiiat it will help sell books. 

But there are e^iceptions in the kind of contro|/srsy that turns people off. Xliat does not 
sell books and it can redouiid against the publisher,^^K^ 

At some point because of thds stinlo the publisher will have the manuscript, he will 
have it read, and then he'll decide whether or not to publish it. I would lilce very rnunb 
for him to have before him what could persuade him not to publish the book and to worry a 
bit about litigation over it that need not be limited to libel. And to worry about it 
being castigated as false and fraudulent. This also depends on wliat the iss^a_are. If they 
really relate to the assassination that won<l(/ tgFuble this publisher a biti^^e publisher 
already has enough to cause him some concefn about having anything to do with Marry at all. 

They made a lot of mone;^ on him and on a number of otl'ier worthless and worse books and they 
had a good ^ea what they were publishing. But n^n of those books likely to produce 
the kind of problems and criticism HTp lias already. I woudd lilce to be able to add to that 
so that when the decision whetlier or not to publish is made they have it in band and can 
say the nell 'with it, ft isi^^ worth it. Or to fear the cost of defending any lawsuits, the 
dost being a considerable factor even if the 3 r empect to win. 

From wliat Peggj’' told me of Harry' s letter to you in I-iarch that is the Irind of letter 
I'd lilce them ot have and to be able to give to the postal inspectors to whom I have complained 
already. I would also like all on this I can get for archival purposes, fca- the future, for 
availablity to those who use iiry archive at the college. His telling you that when you go to 
the Cliicccgo confe:;'enoe the police will be awaiting you is an isiportant thing to have for the 
postal inspectors and for the publisher's lawyer. It shows a pattern, it is a threat and it 
is a gross lie. And he knows ^hat.
